. The act provided federal 
grants for urban planning in two 
categories, smaller towns and | 
larger metropolitan areas. In) 
each case federal funds must | 
be matched by state or local 
contributions. | 

The law directs that all such 
grants ‘‘shall, to the maximum 
extent feasible, cover entire 
urban areas having common or 
related urban development prob- 
lems.” 

The escape clause was evi-| 
dently inserted because of the 
frequent political difficulties in 
getting co-ordinated plans when 
urban communities cross state 
lines.

FLYERIN JAKARTA 


JAKARTA, Indonesia, Dec. 26 
(AP)—Pamphlets demanding the 
death sentence for Allan Lawr- 
ence Pope, captured American 
flyer, appeared yesterday only 
three days before he goes on 
trial. 

Pope, 31 years old of Miami, 
Fla., was captured May 18, 1958, 
when his B-26 bomber was shot 
down while on an alleged bomb- 
ing mission. He is accused of 
aiding Indonesian rebels in the | 
North Celebes who were attempt- 
ing to overturn President Su- 
karno’s government. 


The pamphlets appeared on 
the walls of St. Paul’s Church 
in Tamon Suropati Square, fac- | 
ing the residence of United | 
States Ambassador Howard P. |

with the rebels. 

The church service was at-

Most Missourians, even city folks, are 
keenly interested in the development of the 
State’s hills, woods and streams—especially 
for recreation. Some proposals—for instance, 
that for the improvement of the Meramec 

rve better than the lagging atten- 
tion they are getting. Others, such as various 
schemes to build dams and Coney Islands on 
the Eleven Point. and the already deteriorat- 
ing Current river, look like little more than 
selfish or misguided schemes for windfall 
profits in real estate and passing booms in 
employment. They would sacrifice what little 
semi-wilderness is left in Missouri. 

Virtually all of these proposals, however, 
have one feature.in common: they look for 
financing to either the federal or state gov- 
ernment. Both, of course, have their obliga- 


‘ tions. But might not private citizens band 


together to do their bit, too? The question is 
prompted by the formation of the Michigan 
Parks Association; The sad condition to which 
the legislators in‘Lansing have reduced that 


state’s finances bi t together this group 
to raise private £ for the expansion of 
Michigan’s state park system. But it is a 


worthwhile idea if case. 

Wisconsin, which has no such statewide 
organization, nevertheless has received in the 
last .10 years no less than 17 sizable gifts 


of park land. The largest, 54,000 acres for. 


the Black River state forest, came, it.is true, 
from the Department of Agriculture. Some 
have been semi-private benefactions in which 
private citizens sold land to the state for 
much less than its market value. And others 
were outright gifts from private individuals 
and groups. Ex are the Devil’s Lake 


state park and the High Cliff state forest and © 


park at the northern tip of Lake Winnebago. 
Perhaps there were among the donors resort 
operators and others with a special interest 
in safeguarding fishing, hunting and vacation 
areas. If so, their self-interest took a praise- 
worthy form. They did not look to the tax- 
payers to carry the whole load. 

Missouri needs more of this spirit. Roaring 
River state park, astride the ridges of south- 
west Missouri, and Babler state park near 
St. Louis are outstanding examples of per- 
sonal gifts to the state. But most efforts in 
this field take the form of lobbying in Wash- 
ington or in Jefferson City. Not all of this is 
out of omer. Yet might not the state anglers’ 
association, to cite a group at random, in- 
terest itself ‘in building up a fund with which’ 


the state migtit. acquire more fishing watery; 


say, at Montauk state park? After all, appro- 
priations and revenue from hunting and fish- 
ing licenses go just so far. 

Better ‘still, might not all interested groups 
and individuals band together in an organ- 
ization such as the one formed in Michigan? 
This would be much more than just another 
lobby. It would help to acquire some of Mis- 
souri’s most desirable ridge-and-river coun- 
try, and in doing so it could also be a power- 
ful force to guard against selfish spoliation. 


To the man from.the asphalt pavements as . 


well as to the hill farmer, Missouri's wooded 
ridges and clear fishing waters offer splendid 
opportunities for contemplative recreation. 
But these are under constant threat. Might 
not Missourians make a grand effort to pre- 
serve them for their own enjoyment and for 
that of generations to come?

‘Planned Progress,’ Chapter II 


The second installment of Supervisor Mc- 
Nary’s program of “planned progress” has 
been issued by his press agent. It is hard to 
say how much of the material springs from 
Mr. McNary’s own compelling personal con- 
victions as to the needs of the county and 
how much is the calculated inspiration of an 
adviser grasping for any kind of idea. But in 
any case the fact that the Supervisor now 
seems to realize something needs to be done 
is a refreshing contrast to his first year in 
office. 

Chapter II of “planned progress,” like 


. Chapter I, is generally positive though ex-_ 


tremely mild. Mr. McNary favors greater co- 
operation between the county and the munic- 
ipalities:on health matters, a field in which 
much co-operation already had been achieved 
under Luman Matthews. Mr. McNary wants 
to encourage the municipalities to adopt the 
county’s minimum housing code, and that is 
fine. But public housing is an inevitable cor- 
ollary of this kind of public activity, and Mr. 
McNary has avoided commitments in that 
area. 

. ‘He speaks out for park-ride and improved 
bus service in the county. And if he can 
bring it about he will have accomplished 
quite a feat, but he is silent on the $550,000 
transportation report most likely to improve 
_public transit. He calls for expansion of the 
county’s building inspection services, a field 
in which much co-gperation with the munici- 
palities already has taken place. Surely this 
would suggest other and larger fields in 
which to test this principle. 

Mr. McNary also calls for formation of a 
citizens committee to develop a legislative 
program for the next session of the Missouri 
Legislature. This is a proposal that in itself 
is innocuous enough. But it reveals one of 
the real defects, if not the principal defect, 
of’ Mr. McNary’s administration. Mr. McNary 
wants the citizens to develop a program and 
that’ too’ is tunobjectionable. But has he no 
id@as of his own? 

The Singer report and the Metropolitan St. 
Louis Survey were full of desirable recom- 
mendations for statutory and other changes 
that the county must make if it is to perform 
as a real tool of public service. 

If Mr. McNary would read the Survey he 
would come into possession of many first-rate 
ideas on how to improve the administration 
of public affairs in the county. These pro- 
posals were made after searching and diligent 
study by a nonpartisan group of political 
economists from St. Louis and Washington 
universities. 

Mr. McNary’s office at the moment is per- 
haps the most important public office in 
either city or county. The county is a jumble 
of more than 100 municipal and other jurisdic- 
tions, each going its own way to the ultimate 
detriment of the area’s growing population, 
‘whose need for jobs, efficient government, 
“better schools and a greater tax base is para- 


- Ynount. The county government is the only 


existing agency that can intelligently direct 
“the* county’s explosive growth in ways that 
will utilize the area’s resources for the pub- 
lic interest. “As head of that government Mr. 
McNary ought now to move toward tackling 
these central problems. 


Injustice to Old Soldiers 


In an about-face on a pension issue, the 
Administration has finally recognized an in- 
justice committed by Congress against 100,000 
retired military personnel. Defense Secretary 
Gates promises to support increased benefits 
for this group. 

The Eighty-fifth Congress, while working 
on a military pay bill, violated the long-ac- 
cepted standard. that retired servicemen 
should receive 75 per cent of the current 
base pay of their grade or rank on retire- 
ment. Many officers, who retired before 
June 1, 1958, found that they would receive 
considerably less retirement pay than officers 
who retited after that date. 

To illustrate, a major general or rear ad- 
miral retiring after June 1, 1958, receives 
benefits at 75 per cent of a new active duty 
rate of $1350 a month, or $1014, An officer 
of similar rank who retired before that time 
was allowed only a 6 per cent rise over the 
previous retired pay of $807, or $848. Thus 


Maj. Gen. William Dean, who commanded ~ 


the 24th Division in Korea, received $848 in 
retirement, while lesser-known major gen- 
erals who retired later got $1014. 

The group which suffered from this dis- 
crimination included some of the principal 
military ‘and*nmaval leaders of World War Il— 
officers such as Ridgway, Bedell Smith, Mark 
Clark, Radford and Carney. The saving from 
‘vthe disctimination twas, initially, about $13,- 
-000,000.a year. It was not worth the injustice, 

and we are glad that Secrétary Gates con- 
.cedes the point.

St. Louis Architect-Historian Bases Case on Economics Not Sentiment

A few evenings ago an anonymous 
writer in the Post-Dispatch asked why 
some people wanted to save the Old 
Post Office at Eighth and Olive 
streets. He or she said it has no archi- 
tectural significance and that the site 
was too valuable to be occupied by a 
building so useless, etc. 

That all had a familiar ring to me, 
because back in the early 1930s, before 
the riverfront memorial project had 

started, there was 
a movement to

block. I wrote a 
letter to the news- 
papers protesting 
the tearing down of that venerable 
structure, and only one architect in 
town wrote me & supporting letter.

They are based on sound economics 
and are as follows: 


First: It is too good a building to 
tear down because it can be enlarged 
and made useful for many years to 
come at a reasonable figure. At least 
four stories could be added to the pres- 
ent structure without any strain on 
those extra thick walls of granite. The

Second: This site is the very heart 
or center of Downtown St. Louis. At
